W. N. Nason's Comments on the Reliel
Commission's Work.

“Those self-constituted relief sgents who
are now traveling about the country repre-
senting that the people of Nebraska are on
the verge of starvation are doing the state an
untold amount of damoge, sud [ think they
should be caled in at once,” remerked W. N
Nason, o member of the state reliof commit-
tee, ns lie talked upon the condition of affuirs
in the drouth-stricken counties in the ox-
treme westorn portion of the state, along tho
Colorado border.

“You seo," continued Mr. Nason, *‘we have
much to contend with in earrying out this
worlt, but ane feature should not he lost sight
of, and that is this  Neoebraskn s o gront
state and woile the crops failea in some few
of the connties last year, the territory In
which destitition provails s very lmited,
We do not need any outside assistanco,
After a careful study of the whole situation,
the committeo has arrived at the conclusion
that the state can take care of [ts own poor,

SI understand that the eastern states aro
flooded witt men and women who proetend Lo be
begging for ald for the peoople of our state,
These people, or at  least  most of them, are
imposters of the rankest kind, and are dolng
this work simply to advanoce thelr own Intoer-
osts.  OF the scores who are doiug this waork,
hardly one hos an honest wotive.  Thoy go
to Bunday schools, ¢hurches and banks, and
with smooth stories mannge to gull the peos-
pe into giving money sod supplies, wllnluh
they convort to thelr own use.

“1 have spent a grost deal of thone ot Lin-
coln during the past month, and know that
the situntion is not as bad @as has been ple-
tured. We have shipped coal, flour and
other provisiona to our needy people aud can
now confidently say that they aro in compar-
atively good shape. Now the groat need |s
for secd sgrain for the coming senson, Of
the approprintion made by the legislature,

25,000 must ba kept saved for this purpose.
Wheat, onts snd corn must be purchased,
and na the railronds no longer give us free
transportation on such commoditios, it is the
intention to buy all of the graln from our
farmers if possible, Wu shall advertise for
blds  for furnishing graln  deliverad,
and when the bids are in, we shall examine
them eritienlly and award the conteacts lu
eyory Instance o the lowest Wndders, In
many of the counties in the eastern and boy-
trul portions of the state thore are many -
mers who have grain to sell, nod my opinion
is that that the wntn\m will bo awarded o
tham,

*It has boen stated that the relief commit-
tee Lins sont out supplles to many who are
not neady. This Is a mistake. At first, dur-
ing the hurry, wo rushed out the supplies
and possibly some persons recelved reliof
who were not entitled 1o iy, but we are very
particular now, and if any guestion arises,
we hold the order untll we can muke o
thorcugh examination of the case. By doing
this we are able W preveat any fraud from

belng practicsd upon us by men who are une
worthy, and In we are not supplying the

farmoers with luxurios, Weo furdish thom
with absolute necessities, such a8 flour,
bacon, rice and boans,

“Tho woenthior has boon most favorable and
with the conl that has been furnished and
other fuel that the men have rustled, nearly
all of the people have gottoan along as woll ns
usnal,

“Home of those men who have beon helped
belong 1o that class that never doed well In
any countery, Those people wo have hélped
to some extont, but msm rule we have in-
tonded to let thom rustle for themselvos, na
thoy would be hard up in_uny country, oven
if prople all pround them had plenty,

“Praring the past woeok T have seon many
farmers from the westorn part of the stato,
and feom conversations with them | nm satis.
fied that but few men have loft the countey,
but fustoad, most of thoi are on their farins
and will attompt to put in sod harvest o
Iarge erop this soason."

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TO EXPLOIRRE ALASKA,

Captain Ray Made Head of o Party to
That Country.

Partinl provision has been made hy con-
gross to fit out an expedition next summoer
for n thorough explocation of Alaska. An
appropriation of £100,000 has peen made for
that purpose. The expoedition will probably
basont out forn crolse of about three yonrs,

The project oviginated with Caplaln Ray,
Judge advoeate of the department of the
Platte, who spout two vedrs in the regulae

sorvice stationed at Point Barrow. That
was in 1851-88,  Flo also visited Alnska with
tho senato commitbon during the
summer  of 1880, Whilo stationed,

at Moint Barrow Captain Ray explored tho
country to the south and upon his recoms-
mendation the government establishod n
stution at the monuth of the Tannanah, whera
the village of Nukalayet is buitt, Caplain
Itay speaks the Fsquimaux lnnguage and is
thoroughly aequainted with the manners
and customs of the people who inhabit the
country. He is wnlll acquninted with the
dificeulties that must bo maet in mnking o
thorough exploration of that county both by
land and wator and there is probably no man
in the United States army who could it
out an expedition for thet work more cor-
rectly than Captaln Ray.

The expedition party will probably consist
of about thirty soldiers snd a corp of ton or
fifteen scientifie men, who will furnish a
topographical, geologleal and botanical sur-
voy of tho country.

Tho expedition will be fittod it at San
Franeiseo, where o steamer will be chartored
to the mouth of the Yukon viver, Two boats

in sectigna  will be taken on  board
tho steamer when the explorers
rodach tha Yukon rviver thevy  will

leave the steamer, put the river bonts to-
gether and procedd up stream to Nukakoyet,
al the mouth of the Tunnanah viver, where a
heidguarters will be established,

It is bolievad by army officors and olhors
acquainted with the work that must be dono
1o make the expodition o suceess that Captain
Ray would be thoe most capable man in the

army to take chn.xo  of the ox-
pedition,  Although  Lisutenant Allen had
churge  of the expedition to  Alnska

during the summer of 1806 and made some vx.
plorations along the Yuken aua Copper rvivers,
vor his reports hinve pot abteactod 80 mueh at-
tention from as the reports turnished by Cap.
tain Iay, especially that made by Captain
Itay in 1885, and which was laid before tha
Forty-ninth congress,

There are sevaral aoplicants who are anx-
fous tosecure the appolntment us commander
of the expedition.

In speaking of the propesed expedition
Captain Itay snid: “T do not know who will
be placed in command of the Alnskan expsdi-
tion, I have placed my services at tho dis-
posal of the secretary of war  providing he
secs fit to call me to the work.  Alaska (s a
country of much grester resource thon is

onerally su p‘)omad and an expedition of tho
ﬁlml mhtump tad will, if properly mansgoed,
rosult in great benefit to the United States, "
